ALGIERS, Nov. 9 —Allied ships 
struck powerful blows against the 
enemy in western M editerranean 
aea battles and performed gallant­ 
ly in landing assault force* dur­ 
ing the last y ear, but headq uarters 
revealed today th at the most im­ 
pressive Job they turned in was 
hauling of the millions of tons of 
supplies which kept the arm ies and 
air forces in the war. 
Since British and American for­ 
ces landed in Algeria and Morocco 
November 8. 19 42, the Allied naval 
and 
m erchant 
fleets 
including 
French unit*, brought 22 526.485 
gross ton* of shipping into the 
porta of North Africa and Casa­ 
blanca, a review issued at Allied 
force headq uarters disclosed. 
Perhaps the second m ost re­ 
m arkable fact about the y ear’s op­ 
erations in this theatre is the per­ 
centage of losses sustained by Al­ 
bert whipping t h r a s h JR 
ac­ 
tion “inward and outward" and in­ 
cluding amphibious and sea battle 
operations as well as routine con­ 
voy duties. It is exactly one point 
five percent—a figure so microsco­ 
pic as to be unbelievable. 
Enemy m erchant shipping sunk 
by subm arines and surface forces 
total 527,000 tons. 
Heavy Enemy Loss 
Since the North African land­ 
ings. 
Allied subm arines in

approxim ately 430,000 tons of ene­ 
my shipping and damaged 70,000 
additional tons while from the day 
last of November to October 31, 
this y ear.

The review disclosed for the first 
time that the French fleet which 
is assum ing “an Increasing part in 
the w ar" is now composed of 157 
units aggregating approxim ately 
300,000 tons; 3,000 officers and 50,- 
000 seamen. It was also revealed 
that there are now 149 Italian na­ 
val vessels under Allied control 
and

of Italian merehantile shipping.

9 —(Secretary of the Nav y Knox asserted today 
that the J apanese are In a more critical position than they hav e ev er 
been in the South and Southwest Pacific battle area and intimated that 
the enemy may be facing another military disaster. 
“ A conserv ativ e surv ey permits us to say that the J apanese are in a 
more critical position than they hav e ev er been in that area," Knox 
said. “ Now it is no longer a case of holding their positions, but one 
of artuul surv iv al in the South and Southwest Pacific battle sones/* 
In his weekly news conference Knox cited as one of the highlights 
of action during the last ten day s the destruction or crippling of six 
heav y J apanese cruisers In the attack on Rahaul by American carrier- 
based nav y planes and later by army aircraft. 
“ To lose the use of six heav y criusers is to the J aps nothing short 
of disaster,” Knox said. 
“ lf they don’t look out they will find themselv es short of these v ery 
^ ^ 
v ital heav y craft when they want 
to go to sea with their entire fleet,” 
the secretary added. 
Knox pointed out that the entire 
offensiv e in the South and South­ 
west Pacific was under the com­ 
mand of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
but that Admiral William F. Hal­ 
sey , J r., was cooperating with him 
in ev ery possible way .

two Nazi prisoners. 
“The purpose of the German 
Greenland expedition is believed to 
have been to provide regular wea­ 
ther inform ation for the German 
air forces,” the Navy said. 
The base, on an island off the 
coast of Greenland, was bombed 
by arm y planes under the com­ 
mand of Col. Bernt Balchen, but 
it was not until months later that 
coast guard cutters reached the 
area and discovered that the Ger­ 
man station had been virtually 
wiped out. 
Participating in the operation 
was the coast guard cutter N orth­ 
land which in September, 19 41, 
captured a traw ler and destroy ed 
a German radio station which the 
vessel’s party had established on 
Greenland. 
The German base off Greenland 
was discovered early this y ear by 
the U. S. arm y sledge patrol, a 
force of Danish hunters who con­ 
stantly 
patrol 
tho 
uninhabited 
coast. 
“Small, but of solid construction, 
indicating a plan to remain per­ 
m anently , the base included a radio 
station, power house, emergency 
generator and radio transm itter 
separately located, defensive ma­

Fur­ 
ther north other Russian forces 
operating out of Nevel were slash­ 
ing toward the Latvian and Lith­ 
uanian borders In a determined 
effort to cut off the hundreds of 
thousands of Hitler’s forces fac­ 
ing the Leningrade line. 
55 Miles From Kiev 
As the Nazis fled In retreat one

leading southwest from Kiev. At 
the same time other Russian units 
cleared the Dnieper river banks 
below Kiev of German forces. The

Production was started Monday 
in many pits which had been out 
of operation since the mine strik e 
was resumed over a week ago, but 
it will be some time before any of 
the coal being mined now reaches 
Circleville dealers. 
Demands are growing each day , 
dealers point out, with many per­ 
sons feeling the pinch of dwindling 
coal piles without seeing any re­ 
lief in the very near future. 
Families which had small sup­

left from 
last Spring, 
or 
which had been fortunate enough 
to obtain a small amount of coal 
during the Summer, are clamoring

Kenneth Knece, 30. of Jackson township, leader in a desperate coun­ 
ty jail break IO days ago, was sentenced Monday afternoon to seive 
IO to 25 years in the Ohio penitentiary for armed robbery of Charles 
Allis, Harrison, O. 
Knece was ordered to the prison by Judge Meeker Terwilliger after 
the prisoner informed his attorney, Kenneth Robbins, that he “might 
as well plead guilty and get it 
over.” Knecc had previously plead­ 
ed innocent of the grand jury in­ 
dictment. 
Allis was sleeping in his auto­ 
mobile on the Kingston pike when 
Knece and his younger brother, 
Harold, 17, who is now in county 
jail awaiting hearing in juvenile 
court on similar armed robbery 
charges, accosted him. Aitis said 
about $25, his wrist watch and all 
his ration books and registration 
cards were taken from him. 
(aught By Patrol 
A 
few days 
later the Knece 
brothers w’ere caught at New Con­ 
cord by highway patrolmen after 
the car they were driving over­ 
turned. Guernsey county officials 
held 
the 
brothers 
for 
several 
weeks intending to try them for 
carrying concealed weapons, but. 
after they had almost wrecked one 
floor of the Cambridge jail, they 
called Sheriff Charles Radcliff to 
come after them. 
The jail break came October 30, 
the elder Knece enjoying freedom 
for about seven hours after Har­ 
old Dufore, held for auto theft, 
choked the sheriff as he was re­ 
turning to the cell block. Dufore 
did not attempt to escape, but 
Knece 
and Charles Ray 
Boggs 
also held for auto theft, ran. Boggs 
was 
caught by Charles 
Gray, 
sheriff's son-in-law, Knece being 
grabbed later In the day when hid­ 
ing in deep grass on the M artell 
land south of Circleville. 
The three jail break principals 
w’ere kept on bread and water 
diets for seven days. Knece. given 
food for the first time Saturday, 
looked a little weakened when he 
appeared before Judge Terwilliger. 
Confesses Guilt 
After Attorney Robbins explain­ 
ed to the court that Kneee withed 
to change his plea. the Judge asked 
him if he had anything to say, 
Knece replying negatively with a 
shake of the head. 
The judge decreed that none of

served In solitary confinement, hut 
ordered 
the husky prisoner 
to 
serve hts time at hard labor. 
Knece has spent almost til of 
his adult life in Ohio penal institu­ 
tions. He was sent to the Mans­ 
field reformatory by Sheriff Rad­ 
cliff after an auto theft He stole 
another car after winning parole, 
and was captured again by the 
sheriff. Returned to the Ohio penl- 
| tentiary, Knece was later sent to 
the London prison farm. He had 
escaped from that institution only 
a few days before he robbed Aills.

Judge Lemuel B. Weldon called 
Harold Knece before him Wednes­ 
day morning. While the younger 
Knece is held for armed robbery, 
city police also have several bad
